U.S. Growth Aid to Egypt Reaches Total of $900 Million :

aid program in the worid. Mote 
U.S. economic assistance is being 
channeled to Exypt than to the 
rest of Africa and Latin America 
combined. 

John Gilligan, administrator of 
the Agency for International De- 
velopment, toured the country 
this week fora first-hand look at 
tie impact of the aid, now run- 
ning at more than $900 million a 
year. He said the United States 
is committed to sustaining this 
efiort for “a long time to come.” 

Mr. Gilligan described Egypcian 
President Anwar Sadat as "a good 
deal more satisfied" with the aid 
Program than he was when the 
two Met in Washington in March 
because “he thinks things are be- 
ginning to move.” 

Interviewed aboard an Eeyptian 
military helicopter traveling from 
the Suez Canal to Cairo, Mr. Gil- 
Jigan said he told Mr. Sadat that 
“we are insisting that the Earp- 
tians develop a long-term sound 
economic development plan and 
stick to it. If we are going to go 
to Congress for the money. we 
hare to see some results at the 
end.”

U.S.-British Air Pact Leaves 


Some Key Issues Unresolved 
By Richard Witkin 


NEW YORK, June 23 (NYT). 
—The agreement yesterday on a 
new British-U8. air treaty made 
alterations in the pattern of air- 
line routes that will significantly 
affect transatlantic travel habits, 


But it left unresolved a num- 
ber of issues that will have to be 
settled before the picture of future 
air operations between the two 
countries can become clear. 


Chief among the matters still 
outstanding are the question of

Concorde supersonic airliner; the 
fate of the no-reservation, low- 
fare New York-London service 
thet Laker Airways hopes to start 
in early fall, and the ultimate 
Carter administration decistons 
on which of this country's -air- 
Hines will fly which of the new 
runs to London. 


A key provision of the new pact 
was, the increase, from nine to 
14, in the number of US. cities 
that ultimately will have non- 
stop airline links to London. 

Another important provision 
will dllow only one U.S, carrier 
to compete on London runs from 
811 the 14 cities except New York 
and Los Angeles, where two will 
be allowed. And 2 third provi-« 
sion will mean a sizable but 
gradiial reduction in the number 
of European and Asian cities to 
which U.S. carriers serving Lon- 
don may carry passengers beyond 
London. 

Boon for British

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U.S. Study Asserts Research 


Can Remove Hunger in World 
By Boyce Rensberger 


NEW YORK, June 23 (NYT). 
—The threat of malnutrition and 
repeated famine could be remov- 
ed from the world within one 
generation if the United States 
and other countries mobillzed 
research on agriculture and nu- 
trition, a panel of experts con- 
vened by the National Research 
Council has concluded. 

In @ 192-pege report to Presi- 
dent Carter released yesterday, 
the panel set forth an analysis 
of the world food and nuirition 
situation, listed 22 areas of re- 
Search deserving high priority 
and proposed a plan for getting 
the work done, 

Among the recommendations is 
that the ‘Department of Agri- 
culture increase by about $120 
million its outlays for research 
and add about 5100 million s year 
to construct new research facil- 
ities. The panel also proposed 
tripling the 530 million a year 
now spent by the Agency for In- 
ternational Development to help 
poor countries improve theix own 
agricultural research capacity. 

Improving Yields 

The specific areas of research 
recommended emphasize new 
methods of improving crop yields 
that do not depend on costly 
imputs such as fertilizer or ir- 
rigetion but that can be used 
at little or no extra cost to the 
farmer, 

The panel, led by 15 of this 
country's top specialists on the 
Science and economics of food 
production and distribution, 
reached its conclusions after 2 
two-year study commissioned by 
President Ford drew upon the 
resources of 1,500 scientists, 
farmers, government officials and 
others in the United States and 
many other countries, 

The report by the council, the 
operating arm of the National 
Academy of Sciences, is probably 
the most comprehensive assess- 
ment of the prospects for 
eliminating hunger and mal- 
nutrition ever published, 

Although good growing weather 
has removed the threat of im- 
mediate famine from most of the 
world at the moment, the report 
estimates that somewhere be- 
tween 450 million and 1 billion 
people remain malnourished. 
Unstable weather patterns, fore- 
seen by some  climatologists, 
threaten many marginal growing 
regions with renewed famine and 
threaten the United States with 
severe food price inflation, 

The report is significant not 
only in that it 1s cautiously op- 
timistic but in that it devotes 


Inmany casesit’s faster fo connect

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considerable attention to the 
social and economic aspects of 
overcoming hunger, facets of the 
problem that the scientific com- 
munity has been criticized for 
neglecting in the past. 

Even if food production were 
ta double in the poor countrics 
by the year 2000, something it 
must do to eliminate hunger, 
there would stili be large num- 
bers of hungry people if there 
were not also improvements in 
the distribution of wealth, said 
Barrison Brown, chairman of the 
15 panel members and 2 profes- 
sor af science and government 
at the California Institute of 
Technology. 

Eliminating hunger, the panel 
said, depends not only on in- 
creasing food production but on 
reducing poverty, on stabilizing 
food supplies through reserve 
systems that bold surpluses for 
times of scarcity, and on redluc- 
ing population growth. 

Achieving such goals will not 
be easy, the report said, but 
enough promising successes have 
been achieved in some poor 
countries to suggest that it is 
possible, “If there is the political 
will in this country and abroad 
to capitalize on these elements,” 
the report said, “it should be pos- 
sible to overcome the worst as- 
Pects of widespread hunger and 
malnutrition within one genera- 

on.”

tary vessels. the Los Angeles 
Times reported. 

Boatswain's Mate Debra 
Wilson of San Jose, Calif, 
said, “It's very flattering to 
be one of the first women to 
€o to sta—although we're eui- 
nea pigs and we're very cons- 
cious of it." 

Twelve of the women have 
been assigned to the cutter 
Morgenthau, which will patrol 
the West Coast 200-mile fish- 
ing limit, and the other tro 
to the cutter Gallatin. based 
at Governors Island, New 
York. All report in the fall 

In the event of a national 
emergency. the women on the 
Coast Guard ships would be 
replaced by men, Coast Guard 
Commandant Oren Siler said.

Brazil’s Divorce Amendment 
Gains Required 2d Approval 


BRASILIA, June 23 (AP).—The 
Brazilian Congress 2pproved to- 
dey a constitutional amendment 
making divorce possible for the 
first time im this country. 

The final vote on the amend- 
ment came shortly before noon at 
a joint session of the National 
Congress. The measure had re- 
quired a second vote, after being 
approved for the first time last 
week. 

The measure now goes to Presi- 
dent Ernesto Geisel to be signed 
into law. Mr. Geisel, a Lutheran 
and Brazil's first Protestant Presi- 
dent, has taken no public stand 
on the amendment but is expected 
to sign it, 

Approval came despite an in- 
tense effort by Catholic Church 
leaders, who warned that those 
who supported the measure in 
Congress and those who-divorced 
would be barred from the church's 
sacraments,

Yugoslav Workers Are Allowed to Invest 


By Murray Seeger 

LJUBLJANA, Yugoslavia, June 
23.—Asked why he was coming 
home after 10 years in West Ger- 
many, the blond man with the 
big, strong hands smiled and 
said: “This is my country. Things 
are better now.” 

The West German boom has 
cooled, and thousands of workers 
who had been lured north are 
returning. In West Germany, Eu- 
rope's largest employer of for- 
eign workers, the Dumber is down 
600.000 from a 1973 peak of 2.6 
million. 

In Yugoslavia, the returning 
workers are adding a dimension 
to a maverick sort of Commu- 
nism and spurring a trend that 
borders on capitalism. 

For years, Yugoslavia's self- 
help system, unique in the Com- 
munist world, hes enabled work- 
ers to take part in management 

workers’ councils. Now, 
under a pew experiment, workers 
are permitted to invest their 
money in industry. 

They may share m profits or 
be paid interest at a guaranteed 


rate. 
Slovenia Leads 

Legislation enabling them to do 
60 Was enacted two years ago but 
has been fully implemented only 
here im Slovenia, the most pros- 
perous and innovative of Yugo- 
Slavia’s six republics. 

The other five are watching 
to see if the plan works, if it 
stintulaves the economy and pro- 
vides jobs for the returning 
‘workers and the local unemployed 
as well. 

For Yugoslavia, as 5, whole, suc- 
cess of the investment plan would 
help make up for the decrease 
in money sent home by Yugo- 
Slavs working abroad. 

The decrease is considerable. 
In 1974 the West German’ fed- 
eral bank transferred nearly $1 
billion in workers’ wage remit-

Communists Watching

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To Prevent a Trade War 


The United States now runs a serious risk 
of sliding into an inadvertent trade war— 
one that nobody really wanted or Intended. 
The Carter administration needs a clear 
strategy for meeting this danger. Last April. 
the U.S. Customs Court in New York ruled 
that it is ilegai for a foreign country to 
rebate the manufacturing taxes on the 
products that it exports to the United 
States. That was the suit brought oy the 
Zenith Radio Corp., which argued that the 
Sapanese television sets shipped to this 
eolntry are being illegally subsidized by 
Shose rebates. But the decision reaches far 
beyond television sets, Not only Japan but 
ail of Western Europe as well use that kind 
ef tax, and they rebate it on virtually every- 
thing that they export. 

The U.S. Steel Corp. nas been pressing a 
similar suit in the same court in its effort 
to cut off the flow of imported steel from 
Burope. It is now asking for a summary 
Judgment, on grounds that the Zenith de- 
cision applies to its case as well, All this 
Mitigation is based on 2 19th-century statute 
that requires the United States to impose, 
automatically, a special tariff equal to the 
rebated taxes. Thats the threat: That a 
eourt decision on television receivers could 
overthrow long-standing American trade 
policies and suddenly slam ἃ heavy tariff 
down on ἃ vast range of imports. It would 
mean immediate retaliation abroad against 
American goods—at a high cost in jobs. 

President Carter's special trade represen- 
tative, Robert Strauss. went to the unusual 
length last week of publicly denouncing U.S. 
Steel’s demand for a fast decision. He called 
% irresponsible οἵ. U.S. Steel to try to make 


policy in the courts. “This decision could 
cause chaos in international trade,” he said 
—accurately. But Mr. Strauss also knows 
that the chances of getting the decision re- 
versed by higher courts are not so good. The 
case Is on its way to the Supreme Court, with 
Α final ruling perhaps next spring. 

Mr. Strauss is trying to avoid going to 
Congress to get that obsolete statute 
changed. Protectionism is on the rise there. 
A new trade bill, he fears. would open “a 
Pandora's box.” Maybe so. But there's a 
more promising alternative. The adminis- 
tration needs to selze its opportunity, while 
it stlil has a little time, to negotiate a gen- 
eral agreement on trade subsidies. It's nec- 
essary to change the American law on the 
rebates, But there are instances of foreign 
discrimination against American goods that 
also need changing. Most of them go back 
to the postwar years, when Japan and Eu- 
rope were desperately poor. Now they are 
tich. and the volume of trade has grown 
vasily larger. The small inequities of the 
past have become more important. If the 
Carter administration can come to Congress 
with an international agreement strength- 
ening outbound American trade, as well as 
inbound trade, the reception at the Capitol 
is likely to be a great deal less hostile. 

Getting that kind of agreement from the 
other trading nations will be difficult. But 
it’s right tm principle. and it offers a real 
ebance of heading off 2 deeply destructive 
chain reaction of new tariffs and barriers 
to world trade. A real chance, in trade 
policy as in other kinds of polities, is a lot 
better than no chance at all,

A Job Well Done in Spain 


Spain's first free parliamentary election 
aince the 1930s has been successfully com- 
pleted, providing the most inypressive proof 
yet of the nation’s great strides toward 


democracy since the death of Francisco 
Franco only a year and a half ago. Much of 
the credit must go to King Juan Carlos and 
his inspired choice of a leader to dismantle 
the Franco dictatorship. Prime Minister 
Adolfo Suarez. Though outraged by many of 
the past year’s developments—especially the 
legalization of the Communist party—the 
die-hard Francoites in the military and else- 
where were deftly outmaneuvered and held 
at bay: the widely feared rightist coup was 
forestalied. 

The big winners in the election were the 
mainstream center parties. roughly analogous 
to the major parties of Western Europe. Prime 
Minister Suarez’s Union of the Democratic 
Center won 35 per cent of the vote. The 
Social Democratic Socialist Workers party. 
led by Felipe Gonzalez, drew nearly 30 per 
cent. When the votes for the Christian 
Democrats and the Popular Socialists are 


added, the victory for democracy is even 
more impressive, 

It now appears that Prime Minister Suarez 
will try to nut tugether a fairly narrow cen- 
trist majority cualiticm, Jeaving Gonzalezs 
Socialists outside the government. The S9- 
cialist Worsers’ leade:s, quite pleased with 
the election results and with their own 
showing, can be expected to provide a 
responsible parliamentary opposition. 

The Suarez government does not lack 
challenges. It must frame a new constitu- 
tion, defuse long-frustrated regionalist sen- 
timents and manage an economy suffering 
one of the highest inflation rates in Europe. 
heavy unemployment, and a targe external 
deficit. But Suarez will be helped in tne 
months ahead by the public's belief that the 
alternatives to nim may ve either a military 
coup or another civil war. . He has presided 
over the creatio1 of new, democratic insti- 
tutions with a minimum of upheaval. The 
Spanish peopl>. who share in that achieve- 
ment. have shown with their votes that they 
understand is.

Wernher Von Braun 


“He aimed for the stars.” comedian Mort 
Sahl is supposed to have said of Wernher 
von Braun, “but sometimes he hit England.” 
And that pretty much says it. For most 
Americans. and others, it has never been 
possible over the past several decades to hear 
mention of the name of Wernher von 
Braun, space pioneer, without thinking, un- 
comfortably, of Wernher von Braun, rocket- 
builder by appointment to Adolf Hitler. For 
this was ἃ man who became an American 
national hero in the 1960s after being an 
American national enemy in the 1940s. The 
transformation was remarkably complete. 
Yet, even those who most valued his leader- 
ship in the space age—and his enormous 
contributions to this country’s accomplish- 
ments—found it impossible to forget his 
contributions to the Nazi war effort. and dif- 
ficult to reconcile the two. 


+ * * 


There is. it seems to us. a simple answer. 
From his youth, Mr. von Braun wanted to 
do nothing but build rockets that would 
Teach the moon and the stars. He ballt 
them for whomever he could and for what- 
ever immediate purpose was demanded of 
them. And so it was that he did build the 
V-2 rockets for Germany, his homeland, and 
the V-2s were the last-ditch weapons the 
Nazis employed against the British in World 
War IL But tater. some of his other rockets 
tlid reach the moon, and those were the enes 
he built for the United States—the country 
to which he chose to come when the war 
ended. Here. his rockets originally formed 
the pase of a defense policy resting on guid- 
ed missiles. But when the space age arrived 


with Sputnik I. it was his Jupiter that en- 


‘abled this country to catch up with that 


initial Russian advantage and his Saturn 
that provided the power with which this 
country's international leadership in space 
flight was achieved.

Mr. von Braun was, without any doubt. 
a remarkable scientist. manager and 
dreamer. No one man could have produced 
all those rockets alone. But it was his tech- 
nical ability, experience and uncanny abil- 
ity to organize others thet made him the 
central figure in the space program. And 
it was his eloquent expression of that child- 
hood dream of space travel that made him a 
national figure. The landing on the moon 
was, to him, only the first step in opening 
up the aniverse. We suspect it didn't mat- 
ter too much to him whose flag that first 
spaceship planted. What mattered was that 
mankind had at long last broken free of the 
grasp of the planet earth, It is in that 
context—as one of the new breed of inter- 
national scientists—that Mr. von Braun's 
life should be judged. Yes, he labored for 
Nazi Germany. And yes, he labored for the 
United States, And he would probably have 
labored as happily for the Russians if, after 
World War I. he had happened to surrender 
to them. You can think of him as a hired 
gun, if you like. But you can also think of 
him as he apparently thought of himself— 
as a man indentured only to a dream. He 
followed it where it led him.

Raising Human Rights Standard Sates 


ONDON—One of the most re- 
spected diplomats in London, a 
person with no time for illusions, 
was talking about President Car- 
ter's human rights policy,

‘They have put the President down.

and other brutalities practiced by 
governments around the world. 

During several weeks an this side 
of the Atlantic I have asked for- 
elgn-policy professionals and gov- 
ernment leaders about the human 
rights policy, trying conscientious- 
dy to canvass their views without 
bias. They have all mentioned 
Problems that may be raised. But 
without exception they have prats- 
ed the policy as a whole, and 
most of them have spoken of it 
with an enthusiasm unusual in 
established governmental Hgures. 

‘The basic reason for the favor~ 
able view is evidently the one 
given by the diplomat quoted 
above—that the President is rais~ 
ing a standard. He is giving not 
just Americans but people in the 
West generally a sense that their 
values are being asserted again, 
after years of silence in the face 
of tyranny and brutality. 

One criticism that is troubling 
is the charge that Carter's ap- 
proach has actually made life 
worse for Soviet dissidents.

June 23 
tAP-DJ).—Raytheon Co. moved 
tw get into the coal business by 
agreeing in principle yesterday 
to acquire Houston-based Falcon 
Seaboard Inc. in a transaction 
valued at around $233 million. 

The acquisition, approved by 
Raytheon directors, calls for a 
straight one-for-one swap of 
common’ shares. Because none 
of the shareholders of either 
company would have any im- 
mediate capital gains im the 
transaction, the exchange would 
be “tax free” Raytheon said. 
The companies had said earlier 
they were negotiating, but pro- 
posed terms had not been dis- 
closed. 

As of yesterday Falcon Sea- 
board had 3,718,904 common 
shares outstanding and Raytheon 
closed on the New York Stock 
Exchange composite tape at 
$62.75, down $225 for the day, 
This would make the price of 
the transaction about $233 mil- 
lion. Falcon Seaboard closed at

IEW YORE.—Anita Bryant's 
tmumph over homosexualiy 

in Miami reminded me of school- 
teachers. There was a lot of 
discussion in that dispute atout 
teachers and whether their 
Sexual proclivities do or do not 
influence chii- 
fren and. if they 
do. whether ho- 
mosexual teach- 
ers can divert 
the young from 
the heterosexual 


path, 
Peagple wha 
took Miss Brvant’s 


view talked about 
teachers as “role 7 
models,” Lacking Baker 
fluency in the sociological tongue. 
a language almost ag difficult 
as Basque, I am unckar what 
@ “role model” is, but those who 
used the term seemed to be say- 
ing that teachers are people chil- 
dren tend to emulate. In any 
event. many Miamians must have 
thought their children would be- 
come homosexual if subjected to 
homosexual teachers. 

That prompted me ta ponder 
teachers 1 havent seen, and 
searcely thought about. for de- 
cades, and for the first time 1 
reflected on how their sex lives 
had affected my own. My first 
thought was that it was curious, 
perhaps perverse, that I have not 
turned out to be a spinster. 

Nowadars, 1 kmow, spinsters 
have been eliminated from society 
br the lexicographers of the 
feminist movement. But there 
were stil} quite a few 40 years 
aco, and most of them seemed to 
gravitate to school-teaching- Until 
eighth grade. I did not realize 
that males were permitted to 
teach school, amd my impression 
was that married females were 
almost as unwelcome in the trade. 

Usthe teacher was a “role 
model” parents were obviously 
unaware of it. for most of them 
surely did not want their children 
to grow up to be spinsters. Yet 
despite almost constant tutelage 
by spinsters, I never felt the 
smallest temptation to indulge in 
spinsterism. When a group of 
us classmates sneaked off to 
somebody's cellar to play, we 
didn't play “spinster.” We play- 
ed “doctor.” despite the fact that 
in those days you never found

Ab age 11, I and the other 
male. in my class were stirred 
by the spectacle of a» teacher 
who, though unmarried, was 
definitely not a spinster. Defi- 
nitely not. She wore no “ΧΙ 
in the battle against ignorance, 
I—and, I am sure, 15 other men 
my age—stiil remember her 
voluptuous chalk movements at 
the blackboard as she struggled 
to help us grasp the distinction 
between ἃ sentence’s subject (one 
chalk line underneath) and its 
predicate itwo lines underneath'. 
Until then I had never seen a 
teacher fight ignorance without 
her armor on. 


Was she a “role model"? Per- 
haps. To this day I enjoy lectur- 
ing helpless children on the 
finer points of English grammar, 
which is almost 45 difficult as 
Basque grammer and may, there- 
fore. suggest that that teacher 
led me down the path to sadism. 


High school—it was an all- 
male establishment—exposed me 
to masculinity et the blackboard. 
The teachers wore three-piece 
suits and smelled of forbidden 
cigarettes which they were al- 
lowed to puff unseen between 
classes in private hideaways. 
One assumed them to be mar- 
ried and, therefore, beyond sex. 
Being for the most part dull. 
they made marriage seem dull 
and sexless. 


I had at least two homosexual 
teachers in that school, They 
didn't tell us they were. but we 
all knew it. I learned to jeer 
about them when they were out 
of earshot and to laugh about 
“queers,” but I learned if from 
my “role models” in the school- 
yard, and not from them. 


One of them was largely re- 
sponsible for encouraging ἃ class- 
mate to pursue a form of art 
at which he is now one of the 
world's best practitioners, besides 
being a family man. The other 
woke me to the amazing fact 
that in life there was also wit. 
The teacher I most wanted to 
emulate, however. was single. 
drank wine and had been gassed 
in World War 1. Of his three 
admirable traits, there was only 
one I wanted to copy, and sure 
enough, to this day I love the 
sound of a popping cork.

| Swiss City Gets High on Wine F estival .

JEVEY, Switzerland (IHT).— 


The only sun thet is shining 
with any reguiarity on the banks 
of Lake Geneva is the bright 
yellow one that is stuck to every 
other Vaudols car bumper, 8 
specially bottled local wine, 
giant posters and the inevitable 
T-shirt. 

It is the symboi for the Féte 
des Vignerons, which will take 
place from July 30 until Aug. 14 
in Vevey and around which the 
citizens of Vevey and the neigh- 
boring towns have been orbiting 
for the last year, 

Since this festival, which has 
been called “a medieval celebra- 
tion with pagan overtones, a 
parade and a folk festival all 
rolled into one,” takes place only 
four times a century and this 
year will feature 4,000 local 
participants and has cost the 
town of Vevey over 18 million 
Swiss francs, it’s easy to see 
what all the fuss is about. 

Tickets to the 13 performances 
of the pageant, held in a stadium 
seating 15,000 in the lakeside 
marketplace, were all sold out 
eariy this year. They are avail- 
able, however, on the black 
market at scalper’s prices. 


But tickets are stil being sold 
for the four ἡ com 
prised of the costumed show 
participants, floats, bands. horses, 
cows, donkeys, which will wind 
through a two-mile course of 
the Tag-bedecked - streets of 
Vevey. 

The origins of the festival go 
back to the Middle Ages when 
prizes were awarded to the best 
wine-growers of the region and 
@ smali local celebration took 
place. 

As early as 1651 2 walk In 
the pastures above Vevey follow- 
ing the awards + mentioned in 
the town's archives and in 1673 
there is reference to a meal 
being enjoyed in a pasture after 
the same ceremony 

By the 18th century these 


‘pastoral promenades had become 


processions. The year 1797 saw 
the introduction of music writ- 
ten for the festival 

The French Revolution and 
the occupation of the Lake of 
Geneva region by ‘the French 
put an end to the festivals until 
1819, when they were revived, 
but at irregular intervals. Since 
1889, the festival has taken place 
about every 25 years, the idea 
being that each generation of 


‘Vereyaans should have a chance . 
to participate im an elaboraie 
thanksgiving for the beauty of 
their country’and the bounty i+ 
produces. The last one was held 
in 1965. 

In charge οἵ the festival is 
the Confrérie of Vevey, a group 
whose founding coincides with 
the festival's origins. Τὸ is the 


vines Cit is said to be the oldest 
imown organization of quality 
control), 

Since 1999, when the festival 
began to take on spectacular 
proportions (a stadium for 
12,000 spectators was construct~ 
ed and a well-known Geneva 
composer was hired to write the 
music), the festival has been 
an international attraction. 

In that year special trains 
were put on to take: travelers 
trom the major cities of Europe 
to Vevey. For Londoners it was 
@ 24-hour voyage. 

Even with the Swiss franc 
selling at a high rate, this year’s 
festival has been designed to 
attract foreigners, A group of 
singers and dancers from the 
festival were flown to New York 
to participate in the Colambus 


Day parade up Fifth Avenue 
and the Swiss . Neifonal Tourist - 


Vaud, special services for those . 
interested in coming to the 
festival 

‘Writers snd musicians from 
the region have been hired: to 
ereate an entirely new three- 
hour pageant for this year’s 
festival τὸ will feature the 
Sradisonal vee of county Is. 
through the cycle of 
with an originally animistic 
syroboliam where plants like men 
have lives of their own. 

The scores composed for the 
festival often endure and be- 
come part of Swiss - folklore. -
